Snow, Mercury at 20 
Due in Atlanta Today 


Winter Storm Causing Death and Destruction 


in North and Southwest Slated To Sweep 
Into Georgia; Monday’s High 71 Here. 


51 degrees from the high reading of 

at 3 o’dlock Monday afternoon, 
is predicted for Atlanta and vicinity 
this morni- : by Forecaster George 
W. Mindling. Snow also is forecast 
for the city today. He bases his 
prophecy on a cold wave sweeping out 
of the northwest, due to reach this 
city Monday night, and on zero 
weather that gripped large areas of 
the south Monday night, with sleet 
and snowstorms adding to suffering 
already severe in some states because 
of flooded rivers. 

Should the 20-degree forecast for 
today in Atlanta materialize, it not 
only will record one of the fastest 
drops of the mercury in the history 
of the local weather station, but also 
will bring the coldest temperature 
of 1935, the previous low for the 
year being 25 degrees on January 2. 
The lowest for this winter in Atlanta 
was 16 degrees recorded on Decem- 
ber 12. 

At the same time Mr. Mindling 
revealed that the 71l-legree tempera- 
ture Monday afternoon was the high- 
est in this city for 1935. The low- 
est reading Monday was 43. 

The forecaster also voiced his be- 
lief that snow would fall in Atlanta 
today, but said he did not anticipate 
any heavv fall. 

Cold Wave Sweeps South. 

Most of the larger southern cities 
reported rapidly falling temperatures 
Monday. The mercury dropped from 
60 degrees at 8 a. m. to 41 degrees 
at 3 p. m., in Birmingham; from 70 
to 50 degrees for the same period of 
time in New Orleans; from 54 to 28 
in Vicksburg; from 52 to 44 at Chat- 
tanooga; from 24 to 16 at Memphis; 


Twenty-degree weather, a drop of from 36 to 22 at Nashville, and from 


68 to 53 at Pensacola. 

While the temperature was drop- 
ping in most centers, a few cities 
showed phenomenal gains. The mer- 
cury climbed from 34 to 74 degrees 
in Galveston on Monday, from 9 to 
64 degrees in Dallas, and from 43 
to 71 in Atlanta. 

Some exceedingly low temperatures 
were recorded throughout the country 
Monday, 32 degrees below zero being 
listed at Havre, Mont.; 20 below in 
Minneapolis; 6 below at Kansas City, 
and 2 below at Oklahoma City. 

_ Sleet Blankets Midwest. 

Chicago and much of the middle 
west was coated with sleet, making 
travel difficult. 

On the Pacific coast snow fell over 
the week-end, forcing California fruit 
growers to light smudge pots for the 
first time in two years. The heaviest 
snowstorm since 1923 struck Seattle, 
paralyzing street car traffic. 

The winter storm brought zero 
weather to Texas and Kentucky, 
lashing the gulf coast with rain-laden 
gales, swelling streams from Wiscon- 
sin to Dixie and taking two-score 
lives or more. 

The beleaguered north Pacific coast 
had a respite from the unwonted win- 
try siege as temperatures rose, but 
it was still snowing in Spokane and 
frost threatened a coast sector south 
of San Francisco. 


Bitterest temperatures prevailed 
over Minnesota, where the mercury 
touched bottom 32 degrees below zero 
at Crookston.

James L. Key approved, on Monday 
afternoun, a budget for the year, call- 
ing for expenditures of $14,301,493.14. 
It was the first time, according to 
Mayor Key, in the history of the city 
that council end mayor have approved 
the finance sheet the same afternoon. 

By this action city employees will be 
enabled to receive their mid-month pay 
checks, which were due last Saturday, 
at once. 

The budget was adopted by council 
in less than one minute and won the 
approval of the aldermanic board and 
that of Mayor Key scarcely less ex- 
peditiously, It provides an additional 
5 per cent salary cut for all city em- 
ployes, making the basic cut for those

cut for those receiving less than $100. 

Introduced by Councilman Aubrey 
Milam, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, the motion was promptly sec- 
onded and adopted without debate and 
with no dissenting vote. Chairman 
Milam explained that his committee 
had “cut to the bone and then scraped 
the bone.” he 

Last year employes receiving more 
than $100 per month took a basic pay 
cut of 10 per cent. 

Councilmen, paid $50 monthly, took 
a 15 per cent cut in their own pay 
for the year, making their salaries 
$42.50 per month.

TOM MOONEY PLEA 


Decision Rebukes Cali- 
fornia, Points Freedom 
Route; Gold Waits. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—(@)— 
Tom Mooney’s plea that the supreme 
court take up his case was rejected 
today but the tribunal pointed out 
another legal road which eventually 
may lead to freedom for the famous 
prisoner. : 

The court said, in effect, that the 
California courts should free Mooney 
if he had been convicted on perjured 
testimony; that he had the legal right 
to ask for a writ of habeas corpus in 
the state and that all arguments that 
technicalities prevented further action 
in his case were wrong. 

Afterwards, the court recessed un- 
til February 4 without action in the

Trading Active in May, 1933. 

The trading was likewise active in 
May, 1933, the witness reeling off a 
long list of 100 share purchases which 
cost Hauptmann from $500 to more 
than $4,000 each. 

Reilly sought to bring from the wit- 
ness that auptmann’s trading in 
May, 1933, was largely with his hold- 
ings with Steiner-Rouse without ad- 
ditions of new cash. 

“On May 3 he delivered into the 
account $2,575 in eash,” Frank said. 

Just before recess Reilly turned fo 
a line of questions, designed to bring 
out that Hauptmann began to make 
profits in his Steiner-Rouse account, 
which he left there for further trans- 


actions. 
In the latter — of May, 1933 
Frank testified, Hauptmann engaged 
in almost daily speculation making 
profits varying from $73 to $550 in 
a day’s transactions. 

Q. What was the condition of his 
aceounts at the end of May, 1933? 

A. At the end of May, 1933, he had 
a credit balance of $3,841.79 and at 
the beginning $281.33. He put in 
$2,800. 
Q. So he made a $1,000 profit at 
the end of the month? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And he dealt,in $31,350 worth 
of stock? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Hauptmann, the expert added, 
bought $15,000 worth of stock and 
sold approximately $4,000 worth on 


June 5. He found it necessary to de- 


posit $3,225 to protect his margin the 
next day. 

In two days in June, Frank pointed 
out, Hauptmann’s operations brought 
him $1, profit. 

n Debit in June. 

There was a debit of $7,973.72 in 
the account, Frank estimated, at the 
end of June, in contrast to a balance 
of approximately $3,800 at the begin- 
ning. 

During the month, he said, Haupt- 
2 dealt in stocks valued at 350. 

Hauptmann reduced his stocks hold - 
ings approximately 36,000 near the 
end of June, the witness continued, 
but, at Reilly’s often-repeated ques- 
tion, agreed that the cash resulting 
remained in the account for further 
operations. 

Reilly, oblivious to the boredom of 
his audience and the jury, plunged 
ahead into the maze of Hauptmann’s 
accounts for July. 1933. He brought 
out the carpenter’s operations during 
the month included the purchase of 
more than $16,000 worth of stocks. 

The July operations, however. re- 
quired additional cash totaling 4,500, 
Frank pointed out. The early dealing 
in August, 1933. brought only small 
profits not greater than $200, Reillv 
drew from the witness. 

Reilly sought to elicit testimony that 
at the start of August Hauptmann 
started to unload the stock holdings 
he had accumulated. The govern- 
ment expert, however, quickly cor- 
rected him and said that on the con- 
trary Hauptmann added to his string 
of stocks during the month, rather 
than decreasing it. 

“At the end of August he had a 
debit balance of $11,791.30,” the wit- 
ness read from the statement. 

Stock Holdings Increased. 

Hauptmann’s debits were growing 
as each month progressed and his 
holdings of stocks became more 
lengthy. 6 

In a summary of the dealings in 
the latter part of August through 1934, 
Reilly said Hauptmann, using margin 
accounts, held $50.000 to $0,000 
worth of stocks each month. 

Frank agreed.

DJIBOUTI, French Somaliland, 
Jan. 21.—(#)—One hundred and seven 
persons, including a French adminis- 
trative official, were reported massa- 
cred today in French territory by 
Nomad tri en. 

Those massacred were reported to 
include, beside the Frenchman, 18 na- 
tive members of the Djibouti police 
force and 88 Somalis. 

Reperts received in Djibouti con- 
cerning the affair were extremely 
sketchy owing to difficult communica- 
tions in the interior of Somaliland, 
near the Ethiopian border. 

The name of the French administra- 
tor was given as Bernard. 

Djibouti, French Somaliland, on the 
northern coast of Africa, is France's 
seaport terminal for the railroad lead- 
mn to Addis Abara, capital of 
Ethiopia. 


Djibouti is a small, colorful city on 
the fringe of desert territory populated 
by French colonials, Somalis, and a 
sprinkling of international settlers. 

It borders upon Italian Somaliland, 
focus of Italy’s colonial expansion 
plans in northern Africa. 

The recent Rome agreement between 
France and Italy provides certain con- 
cessions from France to Italy in 
northern Africa, including several 
thousand square miles of territory and 
an interest in the Djibouti-Addis 
Ababa railway. 

Somaliland and its neighboring ter- 
ritory, bordering upon Ethiopia, is the 
locale of recent violent clashes between 
Italian and Ethiopian forces resulting 
in protests from both countries to the 
League of Nations, with conflicting 
claims as to the responsibility for the 
outbreaks.

Bananas are a versatile food, for 
they may be used as fruit when ripe, 
as a vegetable when green, and are 
most delicious served in combination 
with meat. I do hope you will try 
serving cooked bananas as an accom- 
paniment for the meat course. soon. 
I'll guarantee that you will become 
one of the ever-increasing group of 
epicures who consider the combina- 
tion a real delicacy. The slightly 
tart flavor of the cooked banana helps 
to bring out the natural flavor of the 
meat dish. 

You may be interested to know 
some of the various ways in which 
you may use the two together.

On Tobacco Reduced 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—(/)— 
Processing tax rates on burley, flue- 
cured, fire-cured and dark air-cured 
tobaccos were reduced today by 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Wallace. The reduced rates become 
effective February 1. 

: The reductions ordered for the va- 
rious types and the uses of those 
types were: 

Burley used in plug and twist, 
from 4.1 cents to 2.5 cents; other 
chewing, 6.1 cents to 2.5 cents; flue- 
cured used in plug and twist, from 
3.3 to 2 cents, in other chewing from 
4.2 to 2 cents; fire-cured used in all 
chewing from 2.9 to 2 cents: dark 
air-cured used in all chewing, 3.3 to 
2 cents; cigar leaf scrap chewing and 
smoking, — 3 to 2 cents.

1, A heavy tax on holding com- 
panies. 

2. Federal control of the sale of 
operating companies to holding com- 
panies. 

3. Government supervision of con- 
tracts negotiated between holding and 
operating units. 

. Federal regulation of loans by 
holding companies to their subsid- 
jaries. 

The program was reviewed for more 
than an hour. On departing Secre- 
tary Morgenthau said: 

“He is sending us home to do some 
more homework.” 

This was interpreted as indication 
that the propo legislation still is 
in a tentative state, a view corrobo- 
rated later by MeNinch. In reply 
to inquiries concerning the draft of 
the new legislation, McNinch said 
“We have not gone that far.”

Decision for the Trust Company of 
ge in suits against the institu- 
t as administrator of the estate of 
the late James J. Gooodrum Jr. was 
handed down Monday by the supreme 
court of Georgia, affirming the ruling 
of Judge Virlyn Moore in Fulton 
8 or court. 

announcing its decision the su- 
preme court pointed out that the tes 
tator bad given the administrator of 
his sstate, the Trust Company of 
Georgia, unlimited discretionary pow- 
er in making investments. 

One of the heirs of the Goodrum 
estate had demanded that the trust 
company sell all common stocks left 
by Mr. Goodrum and convert the pro- 
ceeds into state and county bonds. 
The company had already converted 
half the common stock holdings into 
state and county bonds and had there- 

obtained a desired diversification 
of investment and at the same time 
had increased the interest yield. 

Heirs party to the suit included 
Mrs, Frankie McCrory Armistead, W. 
Malcolm McCrory, Mm. Mildred Hey- 
ward, J. Goodrum Norris and Alonzo 
M. Norris. 

According to records of the estate 
and its administration, which was 
worth more than $2,000,000 at the 
time of Mr. Goodrum’s death, reduced 
to $1,913,000 after the payment of 
debts and taxes, it has been increased 
more than 25 per cent by the invest- 
ments made by the Trust Company 
of Georgia, after paying annual in- 
terests and dividends that have to 
taled, during the company’s adminis 
tration, $560,000. 

It is claimed that if only state and 
county bonds, as sought by the plain- 
tiffs, had been on hand this income 
would have been only $390,000. Thus 
the beneficiaries under the will have 
been given an additional $170,000 
through the trust company’s action, 

The supreme court in its ruling on 
the case said: ; 

“The language included in the will 
granted the trust company full and 
complete power and authority to make 
investments according to its best 
judgment, without obtaining any or- 
der of court authorizing it so to act, 
and authorized the company to exer- 
cise tts best judgment in making in- 
vestments in property of any kind, 
and to retain investments made by 
the testator during his lifetime, with- 
out obtaining any order of court 80 
to do, and without regard to whether 
the investments made or to be made 
fell within the class especially ap- 
proved by state laws touching invest- 
ments by trustees and guardians.”

3 per cent retail sales tax which also 
carries a one-tenth of 1 per cent sales 
tax on manufacturers and bills to de- 
clare gasoline a public utility and to 
have its prices fixed by the public 
service commission and also to set up 
a sterilization law in Georgia. 
University Fund Explained. 

As to the appropriations te the uni- 
versity system, which the budget fixes 
at $1,300,000 for each year, Talmadge 
said: This is included on the theory 
that the regents of the university sys- 
tem are officers of the state and that 
the property under their control is the 
property of the state. Unless this 
status is clearly defined at this ses- 
sion of the general assembly, Section 
25 (which is the section devoted to 
appropriations to the system) should 
be stricken in its entirety from the 
budget bill.” a 

Governor Talmadge said that with 
continued improved business condi- 
tions” the state may expect a general 
fund income of between $9,225, 
and $9,500,000 for each of 1936 and 
1937. He said this estimate is based 
on the assumption that no changes 
will be made in the present revenue 
laws and on a 4-mill state property 
tax rate. He said in 1933 and 1934 
the state government operated on gen- 
eral fund appropriations of about $8,- 
000,000 a year. 

“To do this it has been necessary 
to enforce very drastic economy but 
think all services of essential im- 
portance have been maintained.” 

$1,300,000 Deficit Wiped Out. 

He said that in the two years, with 


effecting a reduction in general fund 
income of about $1,000,000 a year, the 
state had wiped out a general fund 
deficit of over $1,300,000. 

The current debt of the state at 
the end of 1982 was $7,523,835, in 
1933 $5,383,118 and in 1934 $4.024,- 
556. The two-million-dollar diversion 
of highway funds which Governor Tal- 
madge proposes would take care of a 
part of the 1934 debt.

Talmadge’s Budget Message. 

Governor Talmadge’s budget mes- 
sage follows in full: 

To the General Assembly of 
Georgia: 

The budget bill which I herewith 
submit to you proposes appropria- 
tions for the operation of the state 
government for the calendar years 
1936 and 1937. The total of pro- 
posed general fund items is $9,375,- 
000 for 1936 and $9,304,000 for 
1937. 

With continued improved business 
conditions we may reasonably ex- 
pect a general fund income of be- 
tween nine and one-quarter and nine 
and one-half million dollars for each 
of these years. This estimate is 
based on the assumption of no 
changes in the present revenue laws 
and on a four-mill property tax rate. 

In 1933 and 1934 we have oper- 
ated the state government on general 
fund appropriatipns of about eight 
million dollars a year. To do this 
it has been necessary to enforce very 
drastic economy, but I think 
services of essential importance have 
been maintained. 

In that period not only has the 
property tax for state purposes been 
reduced 20 per cent, effecting a re- 
duction in general fund income of 
about one million dollars a year, but 
we have wiped out a general fund 
deficit of over thirteen hundred 
thousand dollars. i

Asks Special Attention. 

To some of the items in the bill 
I wish to request your special at- 
tention : 

The emergency fund appropriation 
of $75,000 for each of the years 
1934 and 1935 is not enough to pt 
vide flexibility to the administration 
of the budget act. The amount 
would bé ample if the general fund 
income were enough to pay appropri- 
ations in full, but when, as in 1934, 
shortage of income makes necessary 
heavy cuts in budget allotments, the 
operating funds of some governmen- 
tal units are reduced below a point 
of minimum requirements and emer- 
gency fund allotments are needed to 
bring such units up to that point. 

Experience shows that around 2 
per cent of the total appropriation 
act should be unallotted in the act, 
but left for allotment under the pro- 
visions of the budget act. 

The budget bill in Section 9, Item 
carries $167,000 for the year 
1936, and $102,000 for the year 
1937, and provides for immediate 
availability of $65,000 of the 1936 
item for allotment to the military de- 
partment for expenses of riot duty. 

In Section 9, Item e, provision is 
made for an investment fund as a 
reserve for the state property in- 
surance fund. The amount provided 
is $100,000 for each year and the 
appropriation is made immediately 
available if needed to replace state 
property destroyed by fire. 

In Section 22, Item a, provision is 
made for fixing the salary for the 
state treasurer. This salary is not 
now fixed by law. 

The budget bill makes no provision 
for redemption of maturing state debt 
except the $100,000 annual sinking 
fund allocation.: Refunding bills to 
take care of these maturing bonds 
have been prepared for your consider- 
ation. If funding bills are not en- 
acted, it will be necessary to provide 
an appropriation to retire some 
$368,000 of bonds maturing on or 
before July 1, 1937. 

It is the expectation that the cigar 
and cigaret tax yield will be sufficient 
to pay promptly the pensions of $30 
monthly, and that soon there will be 
a 2 in the fund. A provision 
has therefore been made in Section 
23, Item a, to make any such surplus 
available for applying on any unpaid 
back pensions. ä 

Provision is made in Section 24 
for a lump sum appropriation for the 
eleemosynary institutions and au- 
thorizing the board of control to 
make allotments to the institutions 
subject to review by the budget au- 
thorities. I am convinced that eco- 
nomical administration of the state 
institutions can best be obtained 
through this method of control of

Unless this 
status is clearly defined at this ses- 
sion of the general assembly, Sec- 
tion 25 should be stricken in its en- 
tirety from the budget bill. 

Sections 26, 27 and 28 continue 
in operation like provisions in the 
1931 and 1933 acts. The automatic 
reduction clause is a necessary 
safety device if we are to avoid fu- 
ture deficits. The appropriation 
acts of 1927, 1929, 1931 and 1933 
exceeded the income for each of the 
eight years affected. The first two 
acts resulted in the deficit which 
has been the plague of three admin- 
istrations. The reduction clause has 
proved workable for three years and 
it is sound policy to keep expenses 
within income. I recommend re- 
tention of this clause. 

When I went into office, two 
years ago, the state owed $2,700,- 
000 to banks for borrowed money. 
This has been paid and today. the 
state owes notes only for money 
borrowed to pay the expenses of the 
guard to suppress insurrection and 
rioting and to protect the citizen's 
life, property and right to work. 
There is provision in the budget bill 
for paying this. 

The current debt of the state was 
at the end of 1932, $7,523,835.82; 
1933, $5,383,118.88 and ‘ 
$4,024,556.15. There is a bill pend- 
ing providing for diversion of $2000,- 
000 from the highway fund to apply 
on this four millions debt. If this 
is done, and this appropriation bill 
is not increased, I am of the opin- 
ion that the entire current debt can 
be paid inside the next two years.

regents and the board of control. 

“This tax will yield an income of 
$300,000 annually and if it is divided 
between the two boards it will supply

Harris said.

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 21.— (UP) 
The Mississippi supreme court, in a 
sweeping decision, today ruled tha: 
2 divorces are invalid in Mis- 
sissippi, in cases where one party had 
a legal domicile in this state and is 
only served with constructive process 
to appear in the Arkansas court, or 
with constructive notice of the pend- 
ancy of divorce suit. 

The ruling summarized the Arkan- 
sas divorce laws, noting that the stat- 
ute makes no mention of a divorce.

Glass was known to the Egyptians: 
but, so far as we know, it was not 
used to surround the flame of any 
lantern or lamp in Egypt. | 
The flames of ancient lanterns, | 
however, were made steady by sides 
of horn, tale, or animal ‘bladders. 
Animal horns can be cut into thin 
sheets through which light will pass. 
Ancient lanterns had chimneys of 
a sort, but it seems that this was 
never true of the lamps. 


Scores of lamps used in Greece 


and Rome have been found; but all 


are of a type fitted for use without 
chimneys. 

The Egyptian lamp was hardly 
more than an open saucer, with a 
wick of reed or other substance. 

Greek lamps, in general, were 
rather open; but they were fitted 
with spouts for the wick or wicks. 
Lamps of much the same sort have 
been dug up from the ruins of olden 
Troy. — 

Some Roman lamps were of the 
low, almost flat, Greek type; but the 
Romans had many lamps with stands 
and with legs. Often there were han- 
dies on Roman lamps, and some were 
fitted to hang from the ceiling. 

Ancient lamps were often of grace- 
ful form, and were adorned with lit- 
tle figures above lids which covered 
the oil. . 

Rooms in some of the public build 
ings in Rome were fitted with tall 
stands tn the general form of m 
floor lamps; but the light came 
from oil and wick, not from electric 
bulbs. What would the Romans have 
said if they had been given a strong 
electric light, just one! Surely it 
would have seemed “a wonder of the 
world.” 

A large number of ancient lamps 
were made from clay, espécially of 
the “terra cotta” sort. Others were 
fashioned from metal, chiefly bronze. 

The oil, as a rule, was taken from 
animal fat or from olives. The wicks 
were Fut from reeds, or were twisted 
threads.

Revealed by 1935 City Directory 


Atlanta’s 1935 city directory was 
out Monday, reflecting facts that ad- 
minister a blow to the exponents of 
the decentralization of population. 
Covering the usual territory and main- 
taining the eligibility age limit of 18, 
the new issue contains more names 
than any of its predecessors—2,000 
more than the 1934 edition and 16,000 
more than the edition of 1930. 


According to the records of the At- 
lanta City Directory Company, the 
number of names in the last six an- 
nual editions of the directory are: 
1930, 164,352; 1931, 171,496; 1932, 
167,592; 1933, 165,352; 1934, 178,- 
648, and 1935, 180,544. 

Compared with the, 1934 edition, 
the directory increased in pages from 
1,699 to 1,738, and in the different 
kinds. of enterprises -listed, from 7 
to 724. The publishers report a mark- 
ed trend away from the hard- 
times custom of doubling up; hence, 
a striking decrease in vacant homes, 
offices and stores. They also ob- 
served a higher public morale and 
found more people with steady em- 
ployment than in several years past, 
they said.

CLOSED SEASON | 
FOR WATERFOWL 


Game Conference Ask? 
Drastic Action to De- 
velop Stock. | 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—()—Pro- 
ponents and opponents of a closed 
waterfowl season for 1935 drew battle 
lines today as 600 delegates from all 
48 states and every province in Can- 
ada checked in for the opening of the 
21st American game conference lasting 
over a three-day period. 


Since the drouth of 1929, when 
breeding and refuge centers were dried 
out and a decrease in population of 
waterfowl, particularly diving ducks, 
became apparent sportsmen have post- 
= pg recommending a closed season. 
Now, however, they face the neecssity 
of taking such drastic action. 

At today’s preliminary sessions, de- 
voted mainly to scientific research 
discoveries and breeding problems 
Aldo Leopold, professor of game man- 
agement at the University of Wis- 
consin, conducting the research pro- 
gram, set off the fireworks by de- 
claring that 1934 should have been 
a closed season. 


“It is clear that many states and 
many clubs would not have helped su 
port and enforce any such move, 
Professor Leopold said, partly be- 
cause of disruptions of state fiscal 
structure. Expressed in terms of game 
policy, 1934 taught us that our ad- 
ministrative engine, being dependent 
on shooting revenues, stalls when the 
mix gets too thin. This, of course, 
is when we need it most.” 

Other opinions on the question, 
which will be taken up at an open 
forum tomorrow, were expressed infor- 
mally with the sentiment divided. Die- 
hards against a closed season are will- 
ing to compromise to the extent of 
eutting down the length of the sea- 
son and reducing the bag limit,“ 
which already is down to 12-a-day 
from a high of 50 a few years ago. 

Tomorrow’s waterfowl symposium 
will be opened by a talk by Hoyes 
Lloyd, chairman of the conference and 
supervisor of wild life protection in

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 21.+(#)—A 

unified agricultural program for 
Georgia was forecast tonight by Dean 
Paul W. Chapman, of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, as an outcome of 
the conference of agricultural workers 
at its opening session. 
Speaking before approximately 400 
county agents, vocational teachers and 
experiment station representatives, 
Dean Chapman declared agricultural 
recovery is now well advanced in the 
state. 

Through a system of planning and 
co-ordination of the programs of the 
extension service, the agricultural col- 
leges at Athens and Tifton and the 
experiment stations at Griffin and 
Tifton, he added, the state is “in an 
enviable position” to make great prog- 
ress in agricultural development. 

Harry L. Brown, state director of 
extension, reviewed the work of the 
past year and announced plans for ad- 
ministering the crop-control measures 
in 1935. He said the sign-up of pea- 
nut contracts would be virtually com- 
pleted by the end of January and that 
the acceptance of corn-hog adjustment 
agreements would follow promptly. 

Brown added that completion of all 
necessary contract forms on the cot- 


¢| ton adjustment program is expected 


this week, saying details will be ex- 
plained to the county agents assem- 
bled. 
Other speakers at the evening pro- 
gram included J. A. Evans, adminis- 
trative assistant in extension work in 
Georgia, and H. H. Williamson, vice 
director of the Texas extension service. 


TWO EROSION PROLECTS 
PLANNED FOR GEORGIA 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. - 
Locations of two soil erosion projects 
in the Georgia coastal plain region 
will be selected this week, the soil 
erosion service announced today. 

An allotment of $150,000 has been 
set aside for the projects, which will 
be of about 25,000 acres each. Lo- 
cation studies recently were completed 
in Stewart, Randolph, Terrell, Sumter 
and Dooly counties. 

Hugh Bepnett, erosion service di- 

rector, said that approximately 65 per 
cent of the land in areas examined by 
experts is now under cultivation. 
Much of the land, he said, was found 
to be badly eroded and practically all 
of it subject to erosion. 
The new projects, to be located 
about 25 miles apart, will be the sec- 
ond undertaking in Georgia by the 
erosion service, a 100,000-acre project 
already being under way at Athens. 

The erosion problem in the new proj- 
ects will be different from the one en- 
countered in the Athens work, for 
the latter project is located in the 
Piedmont section, while the new ones 
are to be in the coastal plain region. 
Loy E. Rast, director of the Athens 
project, will have charge of the new 
ones, although a sub-office probably 
will be established in the new areas.
